present Editor of the World of analyzing the annual 

association prize list for publication showing the 
amount of prize money won by each breeder on records 
made during the year. Further analysis showed the 
amount of money won by the daughters of each sire re- 
ported and also the amougt won by animals of each man’s 
own breeding. This analysis proved so interesting to 
readers of the World and of the old Black & White Record 
that when the prize list was abolished and a roll of honor 
substituted, we felt it would be highly desirable to con- 
tinue the practice. 

This necessitated adopting some method of scoring 
which would be approximately equivalent to the award of 
money as was the former practice. After considering and 
rejecting several different schemes, 
we adopted the following schedule 


N ‘reson ten years ago the custom was started by the 


fair to certain of our great producers and that is that all 
records made from less than 3% butterfat were omitted. 
This necessitated leaving out of the list some of our 
most sensational producers—two cows in particular that 
would have placed first and second for year’s milk and 
their years’ butterfat would have been well up on the list 
also, both being over 1000 lbs. butterfat. It seems rather 
hard that a cow making over 1000 lbs. butterfat from 
35,000 milk should be left off when cows making less 
butterfat with much less milk appear on the list. A solu-

Wisconsin stands 
second with 1528 points appearing on the honor rol] 235 
times, or just two times more than California appears 
New York ranks third appearing 152 times for a tota] of 
1109 points. Minnesota, Michigan and Ohio follow in the 
order named. We are glad to publish a list of the thirty- 
nine states which are reported on the honor roll, inelya. 
ing the District of Columbia and three provinces jy 
Canada. The states as a general thing line up about as 
they have done in the past two or three years, aithough 
perhaps California’s showing is somewhat better than 
usual. Michigan also ranks somewhat higher than here. 
tofore, beating out Ohio for fifth place. Pennsylvania, 
which is recognized as one of the leading Holstein states 
but in past years has not done as much official and semi. 
official testing -as some other states with the same 
number of Holsteins, this year ranks in eighth place anq 
little Nebraska deserves great credit for ranking in tenth 
place. Nevada, a state with only very few Holsteins, 
places fourteenth, due to the splendid work of H. J. Long 
of Fallon, who is the twelfth owner on the list. 


The splendid showing of California deserves a little 
more mention. In the 7-day division, California ranks 
first for both milk and butter, also in the 365-day division 
for milk and the 30-day division for milk. This splendid 
showing is due not to the work of any one breeder or 
small group of breeders, although five California nameg 
appear among the first fifteen on the list. It is really due 
to the fact that there are 38 California breeders on the 
honor roll this year, although this number is exceeded by 
both Wisconsin and New York, the former having 64 and 
the latter 45. Minnesota placed 37 breeders, Ohio 35 and 
Michigan 31, these being the six leading states on the list. 


Although giving California full credit for her splendid 
work, we must not overlook the splendid performance by 
the other prominent Holstein states. Wisconsin, as 
pointed out before, appears on the prize list more times 
than any other state and stands second for total number 
of points. Wisconsin leads for number of points won for 
butter production in the 365-day division and for both 
milk and butter in Sub-division, B in the 305-day division. 
New York, while not standing first for number of points 
in any division, stands second in four divisions—30 days 
milk and butter, 7 days butter and 305 days butter in Sub- 
division B. Ohio made her best showing in Sub-division 
B, ranking first in the 365-day division for both milk ani 
butter by a comfortable margin. Michigan leads for thirty 
days butter, being just one point ahead of New York in 
second place. Minnesota carries off the honors for both 
butter and milk in the 305-day divisions, so there is honor 
enough for all.

| South Dakota Herd Makes Good Records

HE Luzerne Farm at Hetland, 
South Dakota, is rapidly coming 


into prominence due to the pro- 


gress which is made in the Holstein 
herd. The farm consisting of 320 
acres is well cared for, has a fine set 
of buildings, and up to date methods 
are in use. The owner is Frank E. 
Johnson. He started with pure breds 
ten years ago by purchasing a few 
cows, and today all but four, trace to 
these, having been bred and developed 
in the herd. The present herd con- 
sists of twenty cows in milk, ten two- 
year-old heifers about to freshen, and 
a dozen yearling heifers. 

Some of the records recently com- 
pleted are as follows: Ormsby Lor- 
aine Vale at the age of 4 yr. and 10 
mo. made 33.8 lbs. butter and 620.8 
lbs. milk in 7 days. At the age of 
three years she made 27.5 lbs. butter 
and six weeks after calving broke the 
state record for 3-yr.-olds with 678 
lbs. of milk. She is out of the same 


cow as Ormsby Jane Vale _ that 
holds the state record of 800 Ibs. but- 
ter and over 23,000 lbs. milk in 365 
days as a 4-yr.-old. Her full sister 
on semi-official test is milking close 
to 100 lbs. a day with prospects for a 
good yearly record. 

Clothilde Vernon Rose at 3 yr. 11 
mo. made 35.7 Ibs. butter from 604 
lbs. of milk and her full sister, Clo- 
thilde Bell Veeman at 2 yr. 11 mo. 
made 27.98 lbs. butter. She raises 
the state butter record in that class 
by nearly six pounds. She is well 
grown, of beautiful conformation, and 
shows remarkable capacity for feed. 
Their dam is Clothilde Vernon Bell 
2d, 27.5 lbs. butter. The sire, King 
Korndyke Veeman Vale is a son of 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale. These 
cows were milked and cared for by 
Ray Smith, herdsman. The feed con- 
sisted of alfalfa hay, beets, silage, 
beet pulp, with molasses, supplement- 
ed with not over 16 lbs. of the follow- 


ing mixture: Distillers grains 50 Ib.; 
oats 35 Ilb.; bran 40 lb.; gluten feed 30 
lb.; corn 35 Ib.; oil meal 20 Ib.; cot- 
tonseed meal 20 Ib. 

Majestic Ormsby, the junior herd 
sire, is a 30-lb. son of Ormsby Korn- 
dyke Lad. His oldest daughter fregh- 
ened at the age of 1 yr. 9 mo., and 
made nearly 20 lbs. of butter. After 
four months on semi-official test she 
is still milking between 50 and 60 
lbs. daily and should’ make a good 
record. She was junior champion 
Holstein female at the South Dakota 
state fair in 1922. 

Two of the 30-lb. records out of the 
four made this winter are by daugh- 
ters of Sir Veeman Hengerveld Vale 
Wayne, the former herd sire, a son of 
the Century sire, Sir Veeman Henger- 
veld. We shall hear more about his 
daughters when they come into milk- 
ing form. Four of the 30-lb. records

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Holstein Prices 


HE FOLLOWING comment on Holstein prices con- 
T tained in a recent letter from C. L. Hughes, of Cal- 

ifornia, is timely and to the point: 

“What has become of the chorus that has been chant- 
ing for several years ‘Holsteins are selling too high’? 
Perhaps recent events in the circles of other breeds have 
pointed a way to a change of tunes. On May 17 the 87 
Guernseys in the National sale averaged $1,212. The 
Knollwood Farm Guernsey sale of 50 head averaged $500. 
The Merryman Guernsey sale of 77 head averaged $456. 
Among recent Jersey sales, 72 head averaged $1,018 in 
the Spann sale. In the Cooper sale, 105 head averaged 
$901. In the Hood Farm sale, 96 head averaged $770. In 
the Meridale sale, 87 head averaged $699. A general 
knowledge of the quality of the Guernsey and Jersey 
herds referred to would indicate that on the average 
these cattle did not bring a dollar more than they are 
worth as breeding animals and it may be remarked in 
passing that California was fortunate in securing some 
of the top animals from several of these sales. On the 
other hand, only two sales of registered Holsteins in 
the United States have made higher than a $600 average 
this year and it is obvious to anyone familiar with dairy 
cattle values that buyers of registered Holsteins are 
now securing the greatest values available in dairy cattle. 
Holstein prices are steadily on the upgrade, but still far 
below actual values. To use one concrete illustration 
our Guaranty sale at Tulare averaged $657. Authori- 
ties on values conceded that list of cattle to be worth an 
average of $1,250’ to $1,500 per head. A few weeks before 
the sale a son of the top female was sold for $1,250, the 
dam herself selling in the sale for $2,500. A few weeks 
after the sale a young son of one of the sale cows 
sold for $500, the dam selling for $750. A bull in the 
sale sold for $1,150 his dam having been purchased 
in a previous sale for $1,950. It will be noted that in 
each of the cases, the one calf sold for fifty per cent or 
more of the price paid for the dam. These cases are 
not exceptional, for we have recent instances in our 
public sales where animals have sold far below their 
real value, and yet middle aged cows and two of their 
offspring have sold for eight and ten times the original 
cost of the cow. There is positively no doubt that the 
present offers the most attractive opportunities- for 
profitable investment in registered Holsteins that buy- 
ers have had for many years or are likely to have for 
years to come.” 

It is evident from the general feeling of our breeders 
which was given concrete expression in the tone of the 
Cleveland Sale that a more active demand and more 
favorable prices are in store in the Holstein industry. 
It would seem to be the part of good judgment, there- 
fore, for breeders who expect to be in the market for 
cattle during the next twelve months to make their pur- 
chases during the summer or early fall. Statistics by the 
American Farm Bureau Federation show that prices for 
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butter and dairy products are relatively far above an 
ther agricultural commodity except cotton and weet 
representing a purchasing power of 94 as compareq’ with 
an average of 70 for agricultural products. Ip other 
words, the dairyman’s dollar is worth 94 cents, where the 
average of all farm products is worth only seventy cents 
in purchasing power. These figures are based on Apri] 
prices and from present indications future months wy) 
show results even more favorable for the dairyman. With 
more ready money available from the movement of crops 
the expectation of decidedly better times in the Hol. 
stein industry by fall seems bound to materialize. In 
this connection, it is not out of place to remark that 
breeders who will find business most satisfactory wij 
be the breeders who go after it aggressively.

It will be noted that already in this 
list, members of the Type Committee have been engaged 
to judge at such important shows as the National Dairy 
Show, the Pacific International, Eastern States Exposition, 
Waterloo Cattle Congress and the state fairs of Wiscon. 
sin, New York, Ohio, Michigan, Iowa, Illinois, Virginia, 
Colorado, South Dakota and the Tri-State Fair at Trenton 
and at Memphis, Tennessee. 

We know that the members of the Type Committee 
and our other most prominent Holstein judges, who did 
not serve upon that Committee, had little difficulty in 
harmonizing their ideas as to what constitutes the true 
type of the breed. We believe that with the assistance 
of the models and paintings and the careful study of 
details that was made necessary in the completion of 
these true type representations, we shall see this year a 
more uniform application of accepted standards and more 
satisfactory work from the standpoint of both spectator 
and exhibitor than has ever been the case in previous, 
years.

A 33-lb. Record in Wuethrich Herd

FIRE DESTROYS CATTLE 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
Yesterday morning (May 24th) I 
witnessed one of the saddest scenes 
in my life when at about one o’clock 
our new dairy barn burned to the 
ground and with it thirty-three head 
of cows and calves. The origin of the 
fire is unknown, but we think it was 
lightning. The fire was too far ad- 
vanced to save much of the stock 
when it was discovered. Only four 
being turned out of the stanchions 
and one baby calf was all that was 
saved from the building. The cattle 
that burned included seven young 
cows sired by our former 1000-lb. 
bull, Nebraska Pontiac Lad, (a son of 
the highest year record daughter of 
Dutchland Colantha Sir Inka) and 
ten young heifers sired by our 
present herd sire, Colantha Johanna 
Lad Plus, a full brother of Dutchland 
Colantha Sir Inka. It happened that 
C. J. L. Plus was not in the barn or 
undoubtedly he also would have 
burned. We had nearly all of our 
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cattle in the barn except six yearling 
heifers of Nebraska Pontiac Lad, and 
so you will see that it was almost an 
entire burnout. 

The barn was a new building, 36 by 
72 ft., modern equipped throughout, 
steel stalls, feed carries, milking 
machines, etc. 

We certainly feel this loss, es- 
pecially of the cattle as it repre- 
sented quite a number of years of 
breeding of what we considered the 
best blood lines of the breed (the 
Colanthas). 

Colantha Johanna Plus, the herd 
sire referred to, is owned jointly by 
the Nebrana Farm and Nelson 
Brothers, Stromsburg, Nebraska. He 
is full brother to Dutchland Colantha 
Sir Inka and sired by Colantha Jo- 
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hanna Lad and from Lady Princess 
Inka, a very unusual 40-lb. four-year- 
old.

thought to be the world’s record over 
all ages and breeds. The Jersey 
“Noble’s Saydo Polo,” owned by J. w, 
Coppini of Ferndale, California, jg 
credited with 12,986 lbs. milk contaip- 
ing 874.58 lbs. fat on two milkings 
per day. Having seen both of thege 
cows and the conditions under which 
they made their records, I believe the 
Holstein breeders can [be justiv 
proud of their representative in this 
division. Ferndale is located in Hum. 
boldt County, one of the most special- 
ized daily communities in the coun- 
try. It being one of the coast 
counties, the moisture and tempera. 
ture conditions supply an abundance 
of green feed almost the year around. 
The rules of Sub-Division B allow 
more than twice per day milking: for 
forty-five days, but Daisy was not 
given advantage of this as her official] 
record covered only fourteen days. 
Due to the fact that the Jersey 
breeders have adopted twice a day 
milkings for their test cows to a 
great extent and the comparatively 
few Holsteins that are given a chance 
under these conditions, the showing 
made by Daisy is inded remarkable. 
Those who are seeking to do away 
with Sub-Division B should pause a 
moment for reflection.

Numerous instances are coming to 
our attention showing the effect of 
dairying on the general prosperity of 
the country. For instance, in New 
York State, which is a leader among 
dairy states and markets with more 
fluid milk than any other territory 
of similar size in the world, there is 
a twenty per cent increase for mid- 
summer business this year over last 
year, as shown by federal reserve 
bank clearings. No increase, or a 
very small increase, is shown in 
other agricultural sections where 
dairying has only a slight foothold. 
In one state where dairying is a 
strong feature of the agriculture, 
building in both city and country is 
booming; there is more construc- 
tion of residences and business quar- 
ters in operation than has _ been 
known for five years in the history 
of the state. In a neighboring state, 
dependent upon grain crops primar- 
ily, there is very little construction. 
One large real estate concern in that 
state has practically ceased making 
loans “except in a few instances 
where diversified farming and dairy- 
ing are _ practiced.” — The Dairy 
Farmer.

When there isa combination of high 
wages and full employment, there is 
a good market for dairy products. A 
growing demand for these products 
is to be expected, and for a ten-year 
period they are likely to be above the 
general price level. If other prices 
decline, dairy products are likely to 
decline more slowly. At the same 
time, the market will doubtless be 
very irregular because severe periods 
of unemployment may occur. The 
usual cycles of over and under pro- 
duction are to be expected. These 
will doubtless be violent. A violent- 
ly fluctuating but generally fairly 
good market seems .most probable. 
The tendency to raise too many 
ealves when prices are good and too 
few calves when prices are low will 
probably be even worse than former- 
ly.—G. F. Warren.

Seventy-five years ago a man 
could be hired to work on a.farm two 
days for a bushel of wheat. It was 
therefore possible to use land that 
gave very small returns and much 
land was cleared. Before the World 
War a bushel of wheat would hire a 
man for little more than half a day. 
In 1922 a bushel of wheat would hire 
a man for only one-third of a day. 
This last named condition is probably 
only temporary but the quantity of 
farm products required to hire a man 
for a day will doubtless continue to 
be higher than before the war. This 
makes it difficult to use some of the 
poorest land for crop praduction. In- 
tensive use of poor land is becoming 
increasingly difficult. Land in New 
York has risen very little in price. 
Machinery and fertilizers have risen 
in pricess less than labor has. The 
importance of saving labor will there- 
fore be even greater than before the 
war. While this means spending very 
little money on poor land, it may 
mean using more fertilizer and more 
machinery, and getting better crops 
on good land, so that labor—the high- 


est priced item in cost—may be 
saved—G. F. Warren.
